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Worcester County, like all other counties in Maryland, was required by law to list publically the 
names of all individuals who had received income from jobs they had done for the county, along 
with the amount of money each received for the services which they had performed. This lists 
provide the names of hundreds of Worcester County residents, along with the type of work they 
had done for the County and the amount they were paid. 

Nearly 1200 citizens of the County are identified by name and type of work done. Some of these 
are not leaders of the county and their names might well not be found in other county records.
